Specifically, the prior art of record fail to teach a method of receiving GPS 
signals, comprising, in combination with other limitations, communicating received 
satellite ephemeris to a mobile receiver, wherein the GPS signals are processed at the 
mobile receiver usinp the ephemeris to reduce code and frequency uncertainty in the 
mobile receiver to improve acquisition sensitivity of the receiver
